We Have Heard His Veice 


In a world noisy and full of confusion it is not always easy to hear distinctly. The 
sense of hearing becomes dulled and unreliable. In the present day and age when we have so 
many means and ways to hear much that is going on in the world we do not always find it 

easy to discern and recognize the voice speaking 
to us. And often it can even today be said: “the 
people gave a shout, saying, It is the voice of God, 
and not of a man”, but the true God is not heard 
at all.

We are the light—and 
torch-bearers. As we think of our pio¬ 
neers, who have endured privation, hard¬ 
ships, want and necessities of life that they 
might make known the “unsearchable 
riches in Christ Jesus”, we are thankful 
to God for the lives of such who have 
ventured out on faith for the cause of the 
Lord in Western Canada. We readily re¬ 
call the names of Rev. F. Petereit, Rev. 
F. A. Mueller, Rev. A. Hager and others 
whose memory is cherished by German 
Baptists as the frontier workers in the 
mission cause of the West. They handed 
the torch to us and we are called on to 
help spread the Light in a dismal world. 

Christ also said to His disciples: “Give 
ye them to eat.” There are hungry hearts 
waiting for the Bread of Life. The terse 
statement has been made: “This world is 
dying for a little bit of love.” The state¬ 
ment can be emphasized even more: 


“There are souls to rescue, there are souls 
to save.

We 
were able to make several mission trips 
to three reserves near Hobbema. Students

Colored People. The Shiloh Baptist 
Church of Edmonton has been without a 
pastor for a time, and upon request teach¬ 
ers and students of the Christian Training 
Institute have come to their assistance dur¬ 
ing the school months. We have had a 
number of blessed services there. Students 
had an active share in these Sunday night 
Gospel meetings, bringing the Word of 
God and singing praises unto Him.

The history of our Cameroon Mission 
field, with its heroic men and women, who 
have labored and laid down their lives for 
the cause of the Master that was so dear to 
their hearts, is of great interest in the an¬ 
nals of foreign missions. The words of 
Alfred Saker are so expressive of this 
noble ideal: “Oh, if I had only another 
life, I would gladly spend it in Africa.” 
This same spirit of devotion has dominat¬ 
ed all the succeeding missionaries, from 
August Steffens on to the present. We 
have assumed the support of all the sta¬ 
tions formerly belonging to the Baptists 
of Germany. Besides these there are the 
new fields opening up for the Gospel of 
Christ. But forces are depleted. George 
and Louise Dunger are our only mission¬ 
aries on the field at present. Some of the 
missionaries are home on furlough. Miss 
Amanda C. Kruse is under appointment, 
other missionaries, both men and women are considering going to the Cameroons. And 
many more are needed to carry the Gospel story to those in dark Africa. We hope and 
pray that students of the Christian Training Institute will also respond to the Divine 
Call and answer: “Lord, here am I, send me!”

M ission Work in the Cameroons Today 

Four years ago, our denomination had two mission fields within the Cameroons, 
and six missionaries working on these fields. Kaka field had Rev. and Mrs. Paul Ge- 
bauer and Miss Laura Reddig, and Mambila field had Rev. and Mrs. George Dunger 
and Miss Edith Koppin. 

Furloughs were due for 
the Gebauers and Miss 
Koppin, so only three mis¬ 
sionaries remained on the 
field after March, 1941. 


Baptist fields in the Cam¬ 
eroons, and their entire 
work was without super¬ 
vision and support until 
our mission took over 
their work at the close of 
1941. Now there were six 
mission fields: Kaka, Mam¬ 
bila, Ndu, Belo, Balondo, 
and Soppo. The churches 
and membership taken 
over was much larger than that of our original fields, and the area was now extended 
from the grasslands in the interior to the forest belt of the coast. 

Recognizing the great handicap we found ourselves in regarding trained native 
workers in churches and schools, we felt that we had to build up the work from almost 
nothing, and through our Mission schools we were to find and train the future leaders 
of the Cameroons. No plans of any sort were received as we took over where the Ger¬ 
man missionaries had left off, so the task of becoming acquainted with their whole work 
was tedious and often discouraging. After two full years since we have tried to man¬ 
age, supervise, guide and direct that entire work, the three missionaries feel that new 
missionaries coming out now will find the work fairly well organized, and definite goals 
in view, and a selected group of consecrated leaders with which to work. 

The present needs of the field are indeed very urgent, and unless at least six or 
more missionaries are sent out before this year is over, the doors which God has so mir¬ 
aculously opened will be closed to our denomination. Pray for missionaries trained as 
pastors, a doctor, nurses, teachers, an agricultural missionary and one who can teach 
manual and industrial work. God is calling to us, and as this is now our only foreign 
mission field, let us praise Fiim for the blessings of the past on this field, and go forward 
with Fiim and for Fiis glory in the Cameroons. Twenty-five to thirty missionaries are 
needed in the next two or three years. Many thousands are yet to be won, and all who 
have become Christians are looking to us to help them learn the new things which a 
desire for better living brings. They are our responsibility, and may God keep us faith¬ 
ful to the opportunities we have of winning them to Fiim.

Because we believe this we want to give the best to our Master. He who not only 
saved us but is keeping us expects not the talents He has given us as He gave them, but 
He desires us to develop them and use them to the honour and glorification of His 
Holy Name. 

Music plays a large part in Christian Service and that is why the students of 
C.T.I. receive a thorough knowledge of music during their four years term. Our serv¬ 
ices would be very dull and uninteresting without any music and certainly not be well 
attended. Therefore we study music to brighten the services. Many souls who are left 
untouched by the sermon are often brought to Christ through song. 

Fundamentals of music are taught at C.T.I. This is the equivalent of Theory I 
and II at the Toronto Conservatory of Music. The students also receive one year of 
harmony. A theoretical foundation is built through these studies which is then applied 
to practical use in the “Service of the King”. A course is given in conducting which is 
beneficial to all of the students, but especially to those who are talented in this respect. 
Mr. Neske and Miss Inez Wahl teach voice and piano respectively. Many of the stu¬ 
dents are taking advantage of this opportunity. 

The students not only study music but do practical work as well. The quartets, 
trios, duets and solos rendered have already been a great spiritual benefit to many 
who have heard these personally as well as over the air. When hearing the student 
choir which is under the direction of Mr. Neske of Camrose, we already have a foretaste 
of that choir in which we shall all join some day in praise to His Name. 

Students who play an instrument have brought these along to C.T.I. and have 
formed an orchestra, also under the direction of Mr. Neske. C.T.I. students not only 
go to churches of our denomination, but are asked to many of the other city churches 
to render service in song. Churches bordering the city of Edmonton are also taking ad¬ 
vantage of the opportunity of hearing the students. The avenue of music is one of the 
greatest in Christian service.

PIANO LESSONS AND ORCHESTRA WORK 

A beginner’s course to play piano or cabinet organ is offered. 25c for a 30-minute lesson and 
25c a week for the use of the piano for practice is charged. 

Students who have a musical instrument or who can borrow one are requested to bring them to 
C.T.I. and join the orchestra of the student body. Vocal lessons are also obtainable. 

COMBINED BIBLE AND COMMERCIAL COURSE 

This course aims to train young people for the business world, giving the student the advantage 
of developing his spiritual life and preparing for greater Christian service under the most favorable 
conditions. The business college subjects are taken at the reliable Alberta College. 

BOOKKEEPING COURSE 

Preparing for office work as bookkeeper and accountant. The course takes two years to complete. 
Besides Bible School subjects this course is composed of the following subjects: Bookkeeping, Penman¬ 
ship, Arithmetic, Spelling, Rapid Calculation, Business English, Commercial Law, Typewriting and Cor¬ 
respondence. 


STENOGRAPHIC COURSE 

Two years are required to complete this course. The business college subjects being: Shorthand, 
Typewriting, Stenciling, Correspondence, Office Routine, Filing, Dictaphone, Penmanship, Spelling, and 
Comptometer. 
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SECRETARIAL COURSE 


This course is recommended to students who have good academic standing. It paves the way to the 
higher and better-paid positions. Three years are required to complete this course. The charge for this 
course $110. The following subjects are included in this course: Shorthand, Typewriting, Filing, Stencil¬ 
ing, Correspondence, Bookkeeping, Rapid Calculation, Penmanship, Commercial Law, Spelling, Office 
Routine, Dictaphone, and Comptometer. 


ENROLMENT 


Our enrolment is not limited to Baptists. Every Christian who thirsts for Bible knowledge and a 
spiritual life is cordially welcomed. Friends that have not yet accepted the Lord Jesus as their personal 
Saviour but love Him and wish to learn to know Him will also be considered welcome at the Institute. 


LENGTH OF TERM 

Registration Day: November 1, 1944. 

The school will be in session five days each week, beginning Monday forenoon and closing Friday 
afternoon. School will close March 28, 1945, making it possible for those from the farm to return 
home in good time for preparation for Spring Work.

The commercial course offering training in bookkeeping, shorthand, and secretarial work. The registra¬ 
tion fee for such students shall be $2.50. Board, room and laundry per week is $3.00. The regular price 
of the Alberta College for the commercial course of $75 shall be charged. To complete this combined 
Bible and Commercial Course, it will require two school terms of five months each. Students interested 
to take this course should make their application soon. Only a limited number of students can be ac¬ 
cepted for this course. 


FREE-WILL SUPPORT 

Our churches, desirous of assisting as many as possible to take advantage of the training the 
C.T.I. has to offer, help to supply the school kitchen. It is such liberal support that makes it possible 
to offer so much for so little money. We appreciate the deep interest our churches take in the youth of 
today and hope they will continue in this worthwhile work, for it is an investment that pays the best 
dividends. 


PERSONAL NECESSITIES 

Each student should bring from home, besides his clothing, toilet necessities and personal effects, 
the following equipment for his dormitory room; pillow, bed sheets or blankets, pillow cases, blankets 
(quilts), towels. 


OBLIGATIONS 

Students are expected to keep their rooms neat and tidy at all times. 

To every student will be assigned some definite house or janitor work or chore. 

Every student is expected to behave at all times as . becomes a Christian man or woman. 

No one who wastes his time or whose influence is found not to be good, or who does not obey 
the rules will be allowed to stay. 

RULES OF THE INSTITUTE MUST BE STRICTLY OBEYED BY ALL STUDENTS. 
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DESCRIPTION OF COURSES 

BIBLE 


SYNOPSIS—4 hours a week—1st year 

A bird’s-eye view of the Bible as a whole, a careful study of each book. 

DOCTRINE— 2 and 3 hours a week—3rd year and 4th year 

The cardinal doctrines of the Bible—what the Bible teaches about God, Jesus Christ, the Holy 
Spirit, Angels, man, sin, the Church, etc. 

BOOK OF ACTS—2 hours a week—1st year 

The beginning and development of the Christian Church through the working and under the 
guidance of the Holy Spirit. 

PAULINE EPISTLES—2 hours a week—3rd and 4th year alternately 
A study of Paul’s spiritual experiences and teachings. 

GENERAL LETTERS AND REVELATION—2 hours a week—4th year 

A synoptic study of the central thoughts with an analytical development of the chapters to show 
the circumstances under which it was written. 

LIFE OF CHRIST—2 hours a week—2nd year 

A study of Christ’s major events in this world. His teachings, prayers, parables, miracles. His 
death, resurrection, and ascension according to the Synoptic Gospels. 

WORD ANALYSIS OF JOHN’S GOSPEL—2 hours a week—4th year 
An exegetical study of this gospel. 

POETICAL BOOKS—2 hours a week—2nd year 
A study of Hebrew religious poetry. 

MAJOR AND MINOR PROPHETS—2 hours a week—3rd and 4th year alternately 

A deeper insight into God’s guiding of His people, His promises, the prophetic light of the Mes¬ 
siah, etc. 

PROPHECY—1 hour a week—4th year 

This course centers around the living Christ, His promises, program and preparation for coming 
into this world. We let the Scriptures speak for themselves. 

CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 

PEDAGOGY—1 hour a week—1st year 

A study of the science of teaching, particularly as it relates to Bible teaching, emphasizing the 
importance of the teacher, personality, and Biblical preparedness. 

SUNDAY SCHOOL ADMINISTRATION—1 hour a week—1st year 

How to attain the most efficient methods of Sunday School management and enlargement. The 
history of Sunday School work. 

PSYCHOLOGY I AND II—1 hour a week—2nd and 3rd year 

A special course for workers with children, giving attention to child psychology, based on Ar- 
litt’s “The Child from One to Twelve.” 

EVANGELISM—1 hour a week—3rd year 

A study of men, methods, and message in winning men to Christ and building up our churches. 

DAILY VACATION BIBLE SCHOOL—1 hour a week—1st and 3rd year 

This course seeks to discover the best methods of managing a Bible School at church, its pro¬ 
gram, object lessons, choruses, etc. 

PRACTICAL CHRISTIANITY 

CHRISTIAN LIVING—1 hour a week—1st year 

A practical application of Biblical truths in daily living, discussion of personal problems of stu¬ 
dents. 
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CHRISTIAN EVIDENCES—2 hours a week—3rd year 

A study of the eternal truths of the Bible; observing how these truths have been tested through 
all storms of history. 

PERSONAL WORK—1 hour and 2 hours a week—1st and 2nd year 

Seeking to further the student’s passion for souls and how to deal with the ignorant, the uncon¬ 
cerned, the unsaved, and those falsely doctrinated by a skillful use of the Scriptures. 

MISSIONS 


HOME MISSIONS—2 hours a week—1st year 

A study of pioneer missionaries, beginnings and developments of mission nelds. A study of the 
various home missionary enterprises, including work among Europeans, Indians, Negroes, Jews, 
Orientals, and different types of mission work. 

FOREIGN MISSIONS—2 hours a week—3rd year 

History of missions, a study of missionaries on foreign soil, and a survey of mission fields of the 
present; methods of missionary work. 

COMPARATIVE RELIGIONS—2 hours a week—2nd year 

The objective of this course is to acquaint the student with the great non-Christian religions of 
the world, and to discover, if possible, the best methods of reaching the adherents thereof for 
Christ. 


HISTORY 

CHURCH HISTORY I AND II—2 hours a week—2nd and 3rd year 

History of the Christian Church from its beginnings to the present. 

BAPTIST HISTORY—1 hour a week—4th year 

A course of study pertaining to our Baptist heroes of faith and their outstanding victories through¬ 
out the years of the past. 


MUSIC 

FUNDAMENTALS OF MUSIC I AND II—1 hour a week—1st and 2nd year 

An elementary study of the “language of music.” Something that every Christian worker needs. 
HYMNOLOGY—1 hour a week—2nd year 

An interesting study of the great hymns of the past and the present with their composers and 
authors. 

CONDUCTING—1 hour a week—2nd year 

A study of the fundamental principles of conducting and their practical application in the church. 
HARMONY—1 hour a week—4th year 

How to develop chord formations, harmonize, and construct melodies. 

LANGUAGE AND SPEECH 

ENGLISH I—2 hours a week—1st year 

The fundamentals of grammar, sentence structure, etc.

Study of life and writings of outstanding English, American writers, with emphasis on the short 
story reading and reviewing. 

ENGLISH III—2 hours a week—3rd year

An elementary review of the fundamentals of grammar with various assignments in reading and 
writing the language. 

HOMILETICS I AND II—2 hours a week—3rd and 4th year 

Practical instruction in the preparation of sermons and addresses for various occasions. 

LITERATURE—1 hour a week—4th year 

A study of chief poetry and prose and their writers, giving the student a better sense of appreci¬ 
ation of English literature and language.
